Another bastion of maleness — 
the military service academy 
has fallen to the women’s 
rights movement. 
By voice vote Friday, the 
Senate unanimously approved 
an amendment to the military 
procurem ent 
bill 
making 
females eligible to attend the 
three service academies, West 
Point, the Naval Academy at 
Annapolis and the Air Force 
Academy at Colorado Springs. 
The 
amendment, 
by 
Sen. 
Stanley 
Hathaway, 
D-Maine, 
would apply to appointments 
and admissions starting with 
calendar year 1976. 
It is similar to an amendment 
added May 19 to the House 
version of the military bill. The 
303-96 House vote and Senate 
passage make its inclusion in 
the final military procurement 
bill a near certainty. 
Although the service acade­ 
mies and the Pentagon could 
try to stall the admission of 
women, Hathaway’s office in­ 
dicated such action might be, 
unwise. 
The large Senate and House 
votes, an aide said, “are a 
fairly clear signal that 
the 
Congress of the United States is 
telling them to get women into 
your academies right now.”

Predicts Log Jam In 


Teacher Negotiations 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Seventy-five per cent of 
Indiana’s school systems have not reached contractual - 
agreements with teachers for the next school year, a 
teacher organization said Friday. 
The Indiana State Teachers Association said 236 of the 
state’s 315 school corporations are “currently without 
contracts for school year 1975-76.” 
Ron Jensen, executive director of the ISTA, told the 
Indiana Education Employment Relations Board in a 
letter that mediators will be needed in a majority of the 
corporations in the near future. 
“While our teachers are deliberately taking their time 
at the table to bargain the highest possible salaries," 
Jensen said, “we know many of our associations will be 
going to impasse at about the same time. We feel the 
state board is not ready to meet this potential log jam .” 
Under the state teacher collective bargaining law, the 
mediation process was to have been initiated by the 
state board in all unsettled corporations on May 27. 
Jensen said ISTA will be in Marion County Circuit 
Court Monday in the association’s suit against the state 
board, charging a delay in mediation through the .state’s 
use of investigators to determine if mediators should be 
assigned when requests are made. 
Jensen said the teachers believe “the law is clear 
about the time line,” and that the board must “send out 
a third party immediately on request and has taken few 
steps to insure this will happen.”

LACONIA, N.H. (UPI) — The 
men who control computers 
packed with information about 
millions of persons say Ameri­ 
cans have brainwashed them­ 
selves into thinking it is normal 
not to keep private information 
private. 
“We 
have 
public 
apathy 
about 
privacy,” said 
Glenn 
Goodman, 
president 
of 
the 
National Association for State 
Information 
Systems, 
which 
coordinates state government 
computer work. “People will 
tell 
almost 
anything 
about 
themselves to get credit to buy 
a television set.” 
“ I f s just the way society 
grew with the credit card,” 
said Carl Vorlander, 
NASIS 
executive director. “Over the 
years they have brainwashed 
themselves by responding to 
these demands for informa­ 


tion.” 
NASIS is fighting for state 
and federal laws to guarantee 
confidentiality of private infor­ 
mation 
people surrender 
to 
agencies of government in their 
quest for services, be it a 
driver’s 
license, 
filing 
tax 
returns, or a place on the 
welfare rolls. 


So 
far 
only 
one 
state, 
Minnesota, has such a law. 


“A lack of public interest has 
made it difficult to pass laws 
protecting privacy. Legislators 
will 
enact 
laws 
only 
as 
demanded 
by 
the 
public,” 
Goodman said. 


“People will divulge a great 
deal of information about their
